SHAFFER AND GOMPERS 
IN SESRET- CONFERENCE 


Hints of Yreseure on Morgan by 
Hanna and Others—Leaders, 
However, Take No Stock 
in Peace Talk—Trust 
Starts Milli. 


Pittsbufg, Pa., August 8.—The contend- 
ing sides in the steel strike are centering 
their energies for a show of strength on 
the day that the general strike order be- 
comes effective. The United States Steel 
Corporation is re-opening mills closed by 
the first strike call to show its independ- 
ence of unionism and gathering strength 
wherever it may to lighten the effect of 
the géneral strike order and the Amal- 
gamated association bends its energies 
to the extension of its membership and 
to obtain the support and cooperation of 
the American Federation of Labor. 

The general strike order becomes effec- 
tive on Saturday night and the claims 
put forth on either side as to the results 
that will accrue from it are widely at 
variance. Officials of the steel compa- 
nies admit that thousands of men will 
obey the order of President Shaffer, of 
the Amalgamated association, and go out, 
but they positively deny that the tie-up 
will be general. They point to their suc- 
cess in re-opening four mills that were 
closed and say they have strongholds at 
points where the Amalgamated claims the 
greatest strength. The steel officials are 
inclined to minimize the sympathetic as- 
aistance which the Amalgamated asso- 
clation will get. One official stated the 
matter this way: 

“What can the’ machinists do? Have 
they not just been beaten? And the mine 
workers. Did they aid the firemen?’’ 

President Shaffer and his assistants on 
the other side insist that the strike order 
will be generally obeyed and that they 
will obtain more than enough support 
to cripple the steel corporation.

Still Talk of Settlement. 


With both sides arming for the conflict 
and a general strike but forty-eight hours 
away, many ordinarily well informed per- 
sons hold the belief that there will yet be 
@ settlement of the strike. Some of the 
men who predict a settlement believe 
there will be outside intervention from 
powerful interests and a submission of 
the dispute to arbitration. Men of na- 
tional reputation, including Archbishop 
Ireland and Senators Hanna and Scott, 
have been named in this connection, but 
if an effort is being nut forth in that 
direction it is being done without knowl- 
edge of the public. 

President Shaffer devoted today to a 
conference with President Gompers, who 
came here for a study of the situation 
before committing himself or his organi- 
zation in any manner. The conference 
resulted in no conclusion, and will be re- 
sumed at 10 o'clock tomorrow morning. 
President Gompers declined to state the 
result of the deliberation. The strikers 
believe they will secure the active coop- 
eration of the federation. 

The steel corporation succeeded today 
in getting tl: Farm mill at the Lindsay 
and McCutcheon plant and another mill 
at the Clark works started. They also 
received reports that at Hyde park last 
night four of the mills did perfect work 
and an announcement came from Wells- 
ville that the strike was virtually over 
there. They met with no opposition at 
any of the four points where they have 
re-opened mills. The strikers’ insisted 
that there are not forty men at the 
Lindsay and McCutcheon plant and pre- 
dicted that it would close during the day. 
It was kept going, however, until night. 
It is planned soon to open another mill 
at Lindsay and McCutcheon’s and also 
to start the Painter mill and the Char- 
tiers plant at Carnegie. 

The steel corporatio~ is evidently put- 
ting forth its greatest effort at Pittsburg, 
the headquarters of the strike, for the 
moral effect elsewhere. 


Nothing in It Shaffer Says. 


President Shaffer, when shown the re- 
port of the starting of the Lindsay and 
McCutcheon plant of the American Steel 
Hoop Company, said: 

“There is nothing in it. I have a report 
from Vice President Gibson informing me 
that there are only two men at the works. 
One is a roller and the other a common 
laborer. There is no place for tein to 
get raw material, as they cannot get pud- 
diers to make it, so how can they run the 
finishing mills? 

“Why, I can’t get puddlers for union 
mills. I have an order for ninety pud- 
diers to go to work at once at the Sligo 
mills on the south side and cannot get 
them. Men are wanted at St. Louis, Bir- 
mingham, Ala., and all over the country. 
We have advertisements in The Amal- 
gamated Journal for all classes of skiued 
men and it is impossi*'- for us to get 


them. 

“What I can’t see is how the trust can 
secure men to work in their mills that 
are on strike when we cannot get them 
to fill good union jobs in union mills. 

“The Pork House mill‘in lower Alle- 
gheny has been after me for some time 
to get them men, but I cannot furnish 
them. , 

‘“T have a report from Vice President 
John Ward, at Cleveland, stating that the 
men there are strong and will stick bv 
their brethren, and also word from Vice 
President Chappelle, at Newcastle, who 
says all is well and quiet. 

Mr. Shaffer was asked as to the alleged 
refusal of the furnacemen in Shenango 
and Mahoning vallevs to come out, and 
said: 

“I have not ordered them out. The 
furnacemen in question are in the Ameri- 
ean Federation of Labor.”’ 


First Act of Violence. 

The first act of violence in this neigh- 
bterhood occurred at Natrona last night, 
when a foreigner was shot, presumably

KNOX MUST SHOW HIS HAND 


Quo Warranto Proceedings Against 
the Attorney General. 


AIMED AT THE STEEL COMBINE 


Knights of Labor Want To Know 
Why Anti-Trust Laws Are 
Not Enforced. 


Washington, August 8.—District Assem- 
bly No. 6, of the Knights of Labor, to- 
night authorized its legislative co.amittee 
to bring quo warranto proceedings against 
the attorney general of the United States 
to show cause why he has not enforced 
the )rovisions of the anti-trust law, 
known as the Sherman act. 

This action, which will be instituted to- 
morrow, is aimed at the United States 
Steel Corporation, which is, it is alleged, 
operating in violation of the Sherman act. 
Labor leaders in this city say this will 
hasten a solution of the strike now in 
progress. They say that laws similar 
or nearly similar to the Sherman law 
‘have been enacted in nearly all the states 
and in several of them, notably in Ohio 
and Texas, the enunty attorneys have the 
power of the attorney general of the 
state in quo warranto pru¢geedings and 
that the Amalgamated association has a 
large fund on hand with which to insti- 
tute proceedings similar to those to be 
begun here. 


Former Attorney General Frank S. 


‘Monnett, of Ohio, has been retained by 


the American Anti-Trust League to begin 
action before the state and local courts of 
Ohio. 


TELEPHONE GIRL WILL FIGHT 


She Will ‘Contest Entry Made by 
oods at Lawton. 

Fort Sill, Okla., August 8.—John I. Cal- 
vert, of Guthrie, one of the oldest estab- 
lished attorneys in the territory, today 
filed contest papers at the local land of- 
fice against the entry made by James 
R. Woods, the winner of the first num- 
ber in the Lawton district land lottery. 

According to the government plan, two 
claims were made to adjoin the southern 
part of the Lawton townsite. This was 
considered the most valuable land in the 
whole country thrown open to settlement, 
and in filling Woods claimed 160 acres run- 
ning the entire length of the town site. 
This shut out Miss Mattie Beals, the 
Wichita, Kan., telephone girl, who won 
No. 2 in the lottery, and who was thus 
compelled to file on a claim of much less 
value. - 

Five hundred...Lawton busthebs men 
have signéd.the eontest papers, which 
declare Woods violated both the spirit 
and the letter of the homestead act. 

Buildings have already been begun on 
the Woods homestead. Persons who have 
established them have received the tip 
not to move and to pay no attention to 
Woods. He will, it is said, have to in- 
stitute legal proceedings to eject them. 

Word has also been received from 
Washington that Emmett Cox, son in law 
of Quanah Parker, ‘has instituted a con- 
test before the interior department for 
one of the quarter sections adjoining the 
town site, the north half of which is in 
Woods’ claim and the south half in Miss 
Beals’. 

The sale of town lots is proceeding so 
slowly that McCoy avenue will be an 
established business street before the lots 
in the main district Bre reached by the 
auctioneer.

More, there 
is to fear from the millionaires and the 
billionaires of his country than from the 
poor laborer whose fight is always in the 
interest and for the preservation of his 
family.”

LEFT TO fIM BY AN UNCLE 


The Uncle Was a Baron Who Fought 
in Federal Aimy and Wass Kill- 
ed at the Battle of the 
Wilderness. 


New York, August &—A _ fortune of 
2,000,000, now in the United States treas- 
ury, awaits a young Pole named Dem- 
bitzky, provided he can trace his relation- 
ship to Baon Ludwig Napoleon Dem- 
bitzky who fought in the union army 
and died on the battle fleld during the civ- 
il war. An attorney of this city has 
been retained by the young man who is 
now living in Russia. The attorney, who 
has been in communication with Secretary 
Gage, said that the records of the gov- 
ernment’s indebtedness to the original 
Dembitzky has been found. 

Baron Dembitsky, according to the 
story, left Poland in 1863 because of po- 
litical troubles and came to this country. 
He had $400,000 in American money, the 
proceeds of the sale of his estates. This 
he deposited with the federal govern- 
ment at Washington, and went into the 
army. He was killed in the battle of 
the Wilderness. 

In 1897 his grandnephew in Russia re- 
ceived a communication from Joseph How- 
ics, consul of the United States at War- 
saw, Russia, informing him of the money 
left by the old soldier in the govern- 
ment’s care and asked for proof of rela- 
tionship. The sum, with compound in- 
terest, now amounts to more than $2,000,- 
000. 

Considerable difficulty was encountered 
in establishing the relationship because 
records in churches and court houses in 
Poland were destroyéd by fire by Rus- 
sian troops. Not later than. .a-month ago 
a Bible containing the family tree was 
found, which, it is said, completely es- 
tablishes the claims of the nephew. 


NOTICE IS SERVED ON CARTER. 


Convict Captain Says He Expected 
Suit To Be Brought. 
Leavenworth, Kens., August 8.—A depu- 
ty United States marshal visited the fed- 
eral penitentiary at Fort Leavenworth 
today and served forma! legal notice or 
Oberlin M. Carter of the two suits in- 
stituted against him in New Jersey and 
New York by the government for the re- 
covery of property. When the notices 
were reali to Carter by the deputy mar- 
shal and copies of the papers left with 

him, he only remarked: 

“T expected this. My attorneys will rep- 
res2nt me. The prpers will be sent to 
them.”’ 

Carter will not, it is said, be permitted 
to zo east.

of the Atlanta Rapiq@ Transit Company 
was effectually put at rest yesterday af- 
ternoon when the ald@rmanic board, by a 
vote of 4 to 2, declaréd in favor of both 
franchises for a  t@rm of forty-eight 
years. - 

Alderman Pierce, who, in each instance 
voted against the gyant for a longer 
term than twenty-one years, gave notice 
of a motion to recongider. This action 
will merely hold both franchises in abey- 
ance for two weeks. At the end of that 
time the aldermen will again vote as 
they did yesterday, the Peters street grant 
will go back to council for concurrence, 
and the line is assured, - 

In the event the mayor should not ap- 
prove the Peters street franchise and 
that of the Boulevard extension for the 
long term, there is a sufficient number in 
council and the aldermanic Board who 
favor both grants to pass them over his 
veto. 

The passage of the two franchises ws 
effected during an unusually lengthy ses- 
sion of the aldermanie board. Attorneys 
representing the two fival street railway 
companies and citizens from the sections 
of the city which would be served by the 
new lines were ac ed every privilege 
of discussing the ters before the board 
for action. # 

Kilpatrick for Grants. 

Alderman Kilpattiek Woted in every in- 
stance, just as he had stated he would do, 
and the successful gp of the two 
franchises was due # entirely to the 
fact that he voted in:~-He did so 
believing, as he stated several days ago, 
that the adoption of the Garrett-Pierce 
charter amendment by the legislature, 
would bring into the city treasury a sub- 
stantial revenue from all the public util@ 
ity concerns in Atlanta. 

The most remarkable feature of the 
whole meeting was the fact that Alder- 
man Pierce declared against his own 
agreement, made in the meeting of the 
conference committee last Monday even- 
ing, at which time it was unanimously 
decided: to strip the Boulevard extension 
franchise of its twenty-one-year limit 
clause. He said, in explani:{tion, that he 
had since come to the conclusion that 
he had made &a mistake in voting that 
way, and had, consequently, changed his 
mind. 

The Peters street franchise was amend- 
ed in the aldermanic board yesterday. One 
of these amendments was to the effect 
that the Rapid Transit Company be ai- 
lowed to lay double tracks on Trinity 
avenue and across the proposed Peters 
street viaduct to the western end of that 
structure. Another of the amendments 
gives the city authority to permit any 
other street car company to cross the 
viaduct, provided that the company shall 
be required to pay to the city for this 
privilege a sum not less than that paid 
by the Rapid Transit Company for the 
construction of the viaduct. A third 
amendment provided for a joint use of 
tracks by the Atlanta Rapid Transit 
Company and the Atlanta Railway and 
Power Company on Peters street, between 
Walker and Leonard streets. 

There was an amendment introduced 
providing that the money necessary to 
build the viaduct be turned over to the 
city, (as in the case of the Whitehall 
street viaduct) and that the city erect 
the structure, the Rapid Transit Company 
being relieved from depositing a check 
to guarantee the city against all dam- 
ages that might arise from the bufld- 
ing of the structure. The adoption of 
this amendment would have placed the 
burden of damages on the city. The 
amendment was voted down. 

Alderman Pierce also proposed an 
amendment providing that the franchise 
be granted for a term of twenty-one years 
conditionally—that in the event the occu- 
pation tax charter amendment was adopt- 
ed and became effective, the grant might 
be increased to forty-eight years. This 
also was voted down. 


Council Chamber Crowded. 


While the board was dealing with fran- 
chise matters the council chamber was 
crowded by citizens of the first, fourth 
and seventh wardis, attorneys for the 
two street railway companies, members 
of council and others who had a desire to 
know what action would be taken. 

When the board met at the appointed 
hour, Alderman LaHatte immediately 
moved to reconsider the Peters street 
franchise. This was carried bv a vote 
of 4 to 2, Aldermen Welch and Pierce 
voting against it. Mr. LaHatte next 
moved that the privilege of the floor be 
extended anyone who wished to be heard 
in regard to that particular matter. In 
response to the invitation Attorney Spal- 
ding stated he desirei to offer a few sug- 
gestions. 

He said he thought it would be best to 
get up the money for the Peters street 
viaduct, turn it over to the city and let 
the city build the bridge. In support of 
this view he stated that when his com- 
pany started to build the structure the 
work of constructing the street car line 
might be enjoined permanently and they 
could never enjoy the benefits of the 
viaduct. He also asked that the com- 
pany be allowed to put down double 
tracks on the viaduct and on Peters 
street beyond Leonard. He submitted 
copies of amendments embodying these 
suggestions, which, he said, he would be 
glad if some member of the board would 
introduce. 

Captain Howell stated that the amena- 
ments had been submitted to the commit- 
tees from both the first and seventh 
wards and had been approved. He said 
it was very essential that the company 
get the double tracks on Trinity avenue

Une Man Held for Robbery 
of Smelter Works, 


TUNNEL MUD ON HIS GUK 


Many Other Bits of Circumstantial 
Evidence Which Lvad Officers 
To Think They Have One 
of Robbers—Reward 
Increased. 


San Francisco, August 8.—Captain Sey- 
mour, of the local detective force, has 
disclosed the identity of the man whom 
the police Gepartment has in custody on 
suspicion of being implicated in the rob- 
bery of $280,000 worth of gold bullion from 
the Selby smelting works at Vallejo Junc- 
tion. The suspect is Jonn Winters, 37 
years old, 1. former employee of the 
smelting company. Captain Seymour out- 
‘ined the evidence on which Winters is 
being held, as follows: 

“A man’s cap which was found in the 
railroad tunnel last Tuesday morning has 
been positively identified as a head cov- 
ering worn by Winters, and to strengthen 
this fact there is the further one that 
the suspect has been wearing a new cap 
ever since ‘the time of the robbery. He 
explains his loss of the old one by saying 
that it blow away. 

“The cover of the tunnel excavated 
by the thieves was constructed of laths 
upon which some cloth was fastened with 
tacks of a peculiar pattern, and tacks 
similar to these were found today in Win- 
ters’ cabin. Fortions of laths similar to 
those comycsing the frame work of the 
cover have been found at the same place. 

“A pistol owned by Winters which was 
found in his cabin is covered with mud 
which corresponds exactly with the earth 
taken from the tunnel. 

“In the tunnel were found = several 
cubes of pecuriar chalk which had evi- 
dently been veed to smother the grinding 
sound made by the drill by which the 
floor plate of .the vault had been bored, 
and pleces cf chalk exactly like them 
were discovered in Winters’ residence. 

“In the cabin was also found a new 
implement designed to cut gas pipe. As 
smll electric battery and a tiny electric 
bulb, the .atter being covered with dirt 
similar to that In the tunnel under the 
vault, wecee found in the cabin. 

“Winters had been seen late. at night 
in the vicinity of the railrcead tumnel six 
or seven times by persons who had oceca- 
sion to pass that way.” 

Winters stoutly claims he knows noth- 
ing whatever about the robbery. 


DIVED INTO SHARK’S MAW 


Quartermaster McKie of the Annap- 
olis Shy a Leg. 


SEIZED UNDER THE WATER 


Gurgling Sound Was Heard and 
When McKie Rose He Was 
Minus a Limb: 


Washington, August §.—Admiral Kempft 
has forwarded to the navy department an 
officiai report, thrilling in its details, of 
the biting off of the leg of Quartermaster 
S. McKie, third class, of the gunboat An- 
napolis, by a shark or other mainmoth 
fea monster. 

Two of the men had been in swimming 
at Iloilo, when McKie joined them and 
asked if they had been able to touch bot- 
tom. Being answered in the negative, he 
made a cive and was gone for several 
seconds. One of the seamen says he 
heard a gurgling sound beneath the wa- 
ter. 

A moment later McKie appeared on 
the surface and shouted “Shark! Shark!" 
The surface of the water was cuvered 
with blood near where hé came up. Me- 
Kie started to swim, and, although crip- 
pled, reached the boat and was pulied 
in by his companions. A horrible sight 
inet their eyes, the quartermaster'’s Icg 
having been bitten off near the knee. The 
Annapolis surgeon found it necessary to 
amputate the limb between the knee and 
hip. 


MONUMENTS FOR KENNESAW 


They Will Commemorate the Charge 
of McCook’s Brigade. 

Peoria, Ill., August &8.—The incorporation 
papers of the Kennesaw Memorial ASsso- 
ciation have been filed in this city. The 
incorporators are Colonel S. A. Harper, 
Captain J. H. Hill and Captain L. J. 
Dawdy. Sixty acres on the site of the

Machrthur Says Molding Force 
Must Be Well Organized

Capture of Aguinaldo Described as 
a Momentous Event—Deporta- 
tion of Chinese Recom- 
mended—Favor Spe- 
cial System. 


Washineton, August 8.—The annual re- 
rort of Major Genera] MacArthur, dated 
July 4, 190], the day that he relinquished 
command of the division of the Philip- 
pines, has been received at the war de- 
partment. The period covered by the re- 
report from General MacArthur was 
report from General MacAruthr was 
dated. 

He reviews the policy of the Filipinos, 
who were hostile to the Americans, siy- 
‘ng that their action since the practical 
collapse of the insurrection has been a 
perplexing problem. With the disband- 
ment of the insurgent field armies the 
Filipinos organized desperate resistance 
by banding the people together in support 
of the guerillas. This was carried out by 
means of secret committees, who collected 
contributions, inflicted punishments, and 
carrier on a considerable opposition to the 
Americans. General MacArthur reviews 
the manner in which operations were car- 
ried on against these cuerrillas, and says 
he hopes the policy will in time conctliate 
the natives and make them friendly to the 
United States. The education of the peo- 
ple in times past made them suspicious of 
any governmental beneficence, and they 
evidently looked upon the lentent attitude 
of the United States as inditating weak- 
ness. General MacArthur says that *he 
proclamation issued on December 20, firm- 
ly declaring the intention of the United 
States to hold the islands and to have the 
laws obeved, had a good effect and the 
secret resistance was much abated. 

Casualties on Both Sides. 

A considerable portion of the report is 
devoted to the field operaffOns of ths 
army. showing that on October 1, 1900, 1 
occupled 413 stations, which were of neces- 
sity increased to 302 stations, every coni- 
mand being in contact with some hostile 
force. He speaks of the good service of 
the army, and says as a result of the co- 
operation between the army and the peo- 
ple who have accepted the invitation to 
combine for mutual protection, armed Me 
surrection is almost suppressed. 

Jeneral MacArthur gives the following 
statistics from May 5, 19, to June 3, 
1901, during which there were 1,96 
contacts between American troops and 
insurgents, which show the casualties on 
both sides, 

Americans—Killed, 245; 490; 
captured, 118: missing 2. 

Insurgents—Killed, 2,854; wounded, 1,198; 
captured, 6,572, surrendered, 23,095. 

During the same period the following 
material was captured or surrendered 
from the insurgents: Rifles, 15,693; rifle 
ammunition, 296,365 rounds; revolvers, 865; 
tolos, 3,516: cannon, 122; cannon ammuni- 
tion 10,270 rounds. 

At the date of the present report there 
was no embodied rebel force in Luzon 
above the Pasig river. In the department 
of Visayas all was pacified, excepting thse 
island of Samar. and in the department 
of Mindanao and Jolo, all the rebels had. 
submitted and been disarmed. 

Disorder in Southern Luzon. 

In southern Luzon disorders still con- 
tinued Yn several ‘provinces, but were 
diminished in force. Serious questions will 
arise from time to time, General Ma>- 
Arthur says. in Mindanao and Jolo, the 
adjustment of which will depend largely 
upon facts and knowledge of Moro~char- 
acter. 

In thig connection General 
says: 

“It is respectfully submitted that the 
very gratifving conditions herein briefly 
recapitulated have not been brought en- 
tirely by the hand of Providence. Neith- 
er must the attitude of the people, who 
have declared for peace, or even that 
of the leaders of the federal party, be 
attributed entirelv to unreserved pro- 
Americanism. It would, therefore, be un- 
safe to assume these conservative forces 
as constant factors, the friendly opera- 
tion of which can be relied upon, irre- 
spective of external influences. In due 
time, and beyond any question, if benefi- 
cent republican institutions are permitted 
to operate with full force, the Filipino 
people will become warmly attached to 
the United States by a sense of self-in- 
terest and gratitude. In the meantime 
the molding force in the islands must 
be a well organized army and navy. 
Anything in the immediate future calctte 
lated to impede the activity or reduce the 
efficiency of these instruments will not 
only be a menace to the present. but put 
in jeopardy the entire future of American 
possibilities in the archipelago. 

The Capture of Aguinaldo. 

General MacArthur says the capture of 
Aguinaldo may be regarded as the most 
momentous single event of the year. 

Speaking particularly of Aguinaldo, he 
says that the important immediate re- 
sults and the remote consequences make 
it the important event which he charac- 
it. The capture dispelled the 
growing tendency to idealize Aguinaldo’s 
personality and to surround him with 
mvthical legends of invincibility, which 
millions of natives believed to be true, 
and which ultimately would insure suc- 
cess for the rebellion. Aguinaldo was the 
incarnation of the insurrection. His 
death would have magnified the legend 
which surround him. while his capture 
has dispelled a great deal of the fictitious 
value he had. 

General MacArthur speaks of the great 
confusion regarding a money medium in 
the Philippines and favors the recom- 
mendations of Colonel E. H. Crowder, 
military secretary. for a coinage system 
to meet the conditions existing in the 
islands, embracing the coinage of a peso 
containing twelve and nine-tenths grains, 
nine-tenths fine, to be represented in the 
circulation by coins containing such mul- 
tiple of the standard peso as may be re- 
garded as most convenient of mintage, 
the establishment of the gold standard 
and of Filipino national banks the safhe 
in all respects as now authorized in the 
United States.

DEATH CAME QUICKLY, 100 


Out of Employment Haynes, of the 
Central: City, Commits Suicide 
with His Wife Near at 
Hand—Other Macon 
News.

of Macon, committed suicide this morning 
et his residence on Fourth street, by 
shooting himself through the head with a 
pistol.

Bishop ‘lurner.made a speech favoring 
the report which was unanimously adopt- 
ed, as follows: 

“The outlook for our country was 
never better than at the present day. 
We are at peace with all nations, pros- 
perity smiles upon the land, and forces 
are at work tor the unification of our 
cosmopoiltan populations. 

“We sincerely aepjore the existence of 
mob violence, iyncen laws and labor dis- 
turbances, which are now agitating our 
country, but in the midst or it ail we 
hear a still small voice saying: ‘1 will 
overturn and overturn it till he shall 
come whose right is to reign.’ 

“As the outcome of our new expansion 
policy, there appears to be renewed hope 
for the compiete emancipation of tne 
negro race to which we belong. 

“The valor of negro troops in Cuba and 
the Philippine Isiands has proved that 
our negro regiments are among the best 
soldiers in the world, and that their ser- 
vices are indispensable to the mainte- 
nance of the superiority of the United 
States as a great power among the na- 
tions of the earth. 

“The sterling qualities of negroes as 
loyal Americans, our progress in educa- 
tion and in business, combined with our 
sound religious principles, give assur- 
ance that negroes are destined to be- 
come a most important element in our 
‘government of the people, for the people 
and by the people,’ who have consecrated 
themselves to the doctrines of constitu- 
tional liberty. 

“The policy of several southern states 
seeking to disfranchise the negro, in 
any event, must prove beneficial to the 
race, since God still lives and his justice 
must ultimately prevail. 

“We believe that millions of white peo- 
ple in all parts of our country are in 
favor of justice to the negro as a citizen 
or a politician, and in our great strurle 
for existence, while thanking cur friends 
for what they done towurd our eleva- 
tion, we how call upon them and es- 
pecialiy upon the ministers and profes- 
sors of the religion of Jesus Christ to 
come to our relief in our weak and 
struggling conditicn. 

“We recognize the mighty labors and 
constant efforts of our senior bishop, the 
Rt. Rev. H. M. Turner for the repatri- 
ation of our people in Africa. Great good 
has already resulted from those labor- 
ers, and we believe. that American ne- 
Groce trained in the schools of American 
iberty, religion and industry, are des- 
tined to become powerful factors in the 
redemption of Africa and the pacification 
of the world.

Transfer of Stock Cannot Be Requir- 
ed To Secure a Loan, Says the 
Officer of the Court at 
Columbus—Strong Le- 
gal Question.

Columbus, Ga., August 8.—(Special.)— 
Attorney G. Y. Tigner, auditor in the 


case of the Exchange bank of Macon 
ageinst the People’s bank of Talbotton, 
has handed down his decision. Under its 
charter the Ta!botton bank is prohibited 
from lending to any one of its share- 
holders more than 10 per cent of its capi- 
tal stock, and has also a lien upon the 
shares of each stockholder for any indebt- 
edness of the _ shareholder. President 
Estes, of the bank, became indebted to 
the institution in a larger sum than 10 
per cent of the capital stock, and while 
So indebted also made obligations to the 
Exchange bank of Macon, and to secure 
the payment of the latter transferred a 
large number of his shares in the Tal- 
botton bank to the Exchange bank. 

President Estes failed in business and 
the Exchange bank demanded of the 
Talbotton bank a transfer of the Estes 
stock to it—the Exchange bank of Macon 
—oOn the books of the Talbotton bank, but 
the Talbotton bank refused to make the 
transfer. The Exchange bank of Macon 
quickly filed a bill in equity to compel the 
Talbotton bank to record the transfer 
of the stock. The case was then referred 
to Mr. Tigner to pass upon the questions 
of law and fact involved. 

Auditor Tigner’s decision is a clear and 
strong presentation of the legal ques- 
tions involved. He holds that the lien 
of the People’s bank is prior to and great- 
er than the equitable title acquired by the 
Exchange bank, and that the latter is 
not entitled to a decree compelling a 
transfer. The Exchange bank is repre- 
sehted by Senator Bacon, Judge A. L. 
Miller and William Brunson, and by Hon. 
J. J. Bull, of Talbotton, and Hon. S. B. 
Hatcher, of Columbus. The People’s bank 
is represented by Judge J. H. Martin, of 
this city, and Person & McGehee, of Tal- 
botton. 

Quite an amount is involved in this 
case and the decision carried much with 
it, as a similar case, in which the plain- 
tiff is the Merchants and Mechanics 
bank of Columbus, is pending, but it is 
understood the Columbus bank will abide 
by the final decision in this case. 


LOTS ARE IN GREAT DEMAND 


Columbus’s Oldest Cemetery Is Now 
Before the Council. 
Columbus, Ga., August 8&.—(Special.)— 
Columbus is interésted in a proposition to 
close up several of the streets at Linwood 
cemetery, divide the land into lots and 
sell the lots to the highest bidders. Lin- 
wood is Columbus’ oldest cemetery and 
practically all the old families have lots 
there. The cemetery has been used for 
three-quarters of a century and is now 
almost filled. Unoccupied ground has be- 
come very scarce and lots are in great 
demand. A few years ago council created 
another cemetery, Riverside, to relieve the 
Situation, but the new cemetery is in- 
convenient and people as a rule do not 
like to go there. At the monthly meeting 
of city council the cemetery committee 
recommended that certain streets and al- 
leys in Linwood cemetery be closed and 
the land sold, pointing out that moré 
room was badlv needed; that the people 
were anxious to buy lots; that closing 
these streets would not make any lots 
inaccessible, and that besides the city 
would realize $5,000 from the sales.

SOUTHERN CENSUS FIGURES 


Statistics Issued for Kentucky, Ma- 
ryland and Louisiana. 


Washington, August 8.—The census bu- 
reau today issued a bulletin on the school, 
milithta and voting ages of people in Ken- 
tucky, Louisiana and Maryland. It shows 
that in Maryland 9 per cent of the males 
of militia age are foreign born. In Louis- 
tana the percentage is only 5 per cent, and 
Kentucky 2 per cent. The number of per- 
sons of school age, 5 to 20 years, is as 
follows:

CRIME NOW HAS FULL SWAY 


In Jacksonville Officers and Prison 
Cells Are in Demand. 


Jacksonville, Fla., August 8.—(Spectal.) 
For the month of July the criminal rec- 
ords in Jacksonville show 486 arrests, ex- 
ceeding the figures for the preceding 
month by over 130. Most of the arrests 
were for charges that could be proved 
against the prisoners and the ratio of 
those discharged was small. Seventy- 
four out of those arrested were for grand 
larceny and aggravated assault, and 
were turned over to the county authori- 
ties for trial in the criminal court. 

Eighty-six white males were arrested, 
seven white females, 350 colored males 
and forty-three. colored females. 

Further inspection of the police court 
records for the month shows that the 
amount of fines imposed by Judge 
Dzialynski amounted to $1,483, greatly 
above the figures for June. The number 
of prisoners fined was 160, while the num- 
ber of prisoners given sentences was 131, 
making a total of 2,931 days to be served 
at-the city jail. The number of prisoners 
forfeiting bonds was twenty-one and the 
amount forfeited was $130, which went 
into the city treasury. 

The police patrol wagon horses during 
the month made 311 runs. 

The police recovered and returned to 
the owners $1,015.15 worth of property.

The proposition, thérefore, went 
through by a margin of fifty-one votes. 
The city is to have two representatives 
cn the board of directors and the road is 
to be completed from Nashtville to Clarks- 
ville in three years Jere Baxter is pres- 
ident of the Neshville and Clarksville, 
which is capitalized at $7,000,000. He pro- 
peses to connect with the Cincinnati 
Sovthern at Emory Gap, Téenn., by means 
of the Nashville and Lebanon, Nashville 
and Knoxville and the Tennessee Central 
roads, which he says will be consolidated 
with the Nashville and Clarksville. The 
latter he proposes to extend beyond 
Clarksville to a point on the Illinois Cen- 
tral near Hopkinsville, Ky. 


A CREMATORY AT CHARLESTON 


Horlbeck’s Will Has Aroused a De- 
cided Interest. 


Charleston, S. C., August 8.—(Special.) 
The desire of Dr. Henry B. Horlbeck, 
late health officer of Charleston, to have 
his remains cremated for burial, has sug- 
gested to business people of Charleston 
the advisability of having a crematory 
established here. It has been pointed out 
that the rapid change in the sentiment 
hereabout is such that cremation would 
be more desirable than burial, and that 
with the operation of a crematory the 
number of bodies to be disposed of in 
this way would be very large. Health

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TREASURER FACES 
TOUCH QUESTION 


Special Committee at Work on 
State's Heavy Loss, 


MEETS BEHIND CLOSED DOORS 


Texas Money Tied Up in a Bank, 
Now Out of Business—Has Been 
Productive of Many Sen- 
sational Develop- 
ments. 


Austin, Tex., August 8.—(Special.)—The 
spec‘al committee appointed by the legis- 
lature to investigate the heavy deposit 
of the state of Texas in the First Na- 
tional bank when that bank was closed 
by a receiver last Sunday, held its gsec- 
ond meeting this morning behind closed 
doors, it being decided that it was best 
to have the examination in executive 
session. State Treasurer Robbins testi- 
fied to the fact that there was $358,208.89 
tied up in the bank, the same being 
money collected by the bank for the 
State treasury on checks sent here to 
cover taxes and money due on state 
lands. State Treasurer Robbins testi- 
fied that it had been customary for peo- 
ple to send remittances, by means of 
checks and that the checks were 
turned over to the local banks for col- 
lection, the money being sent to the 
State treasury every thirty days. or at 
such intervals as was deemed necessary. 
Secretary of State Todd was also before 
the committee to explain that there was 
$33,000 of his receipts deposited there. His 
explanation being in substance the same 
as Treasurer Robbins. 

Several of the First National bank offi- 
clals were examined on the same line. 
Bank Examiner Logan declined to come 
before the committee stating that, as a 
representative of the United States gov- 
ernment, he could not say anything 
without permission from Washington. 

Judging from the expressions heard 
among the committee, the members are 
contending that the state treasurer has 
no right to accept checks in payment 
for money due the treasury dnd the com- 
mittee will probably base their report to 
the legislature on those grounds. 

In the work of redistricting the com- 
mittees of the senate and house are hav- 
ing considerable trouble in arranging the 
districts so as to make them all demo- 
cratic. Up to the present time all the 
bills drafted have made about five of the 
districts either stronger for the republi- 
cans or doubtful, and from now on 
every energy will be exerted by the com- 
mittee to so arrange the districts as to 
make them all democratic. Pending a 
report from the committee, there will be 
nothing done in either legislative body 
before next Monday. 


CHEAP RATES FOR FUEL OIL 


Sweeping Reductions by the Texas 
Railroad Commission. 


Dallas, Tex., August 8.—The state rail- 
road commission handed in a decision on 
rates of crude and fuel petroleum, mak- 
ing a big reduction from the present 
tariff. Ihe decision is a sweeping victory 
for the oil men and the consumers of oil. 
The maximum rate on crude petroleum is 
reduced from 15 cents to lz cents per 100 
pounds in common point territory. 

The material points in the decision is 
the reduction of oil rates. The present 
rate on a car load of crude petroleum of 
60,000 pounds from Beaumont to Dallas is 
$6. The reduction in rate reduces the 
freight to $48. ‘the reduction from Beau- 
mont to Austin is 31-2 cents per pound, 
or $14 per car, which means that ali state 
institutions will be able to use oil in- 
stead of coal at a large saving to the 
state. 

The reduction in rates is graduated and 
grows lower with the _ distance. ln 
a distance of 15 miles there is a reduc- 
tion from 121-2 to is81-z2 cents per 100 
pounds, while the maximum rate for over 
275 miles the tariff is reduced from 15 to 
12 cents per 100 pounds. No reduction in 
coal or lignite rates is made. 


HUM OF SPINDLES TO CEASE 


Southern Spinners Are Pledged To 
Curtail Production. 


Charlotte, N. C., August 8.—J. F. Taylor, 
of Kinston, secretary of the Southern 
Hcsiery Yarn Spinners’ Association, 
writes as follows: 

“Since the meeting of our association 
on the llth ultimo we have been at work 
on cur proposition of curtailing produc- 
tion by 200,000 or more spindles cn hosiery 
yarn in the south for two weeks. We 
have at last succeeded in securing the 
pledges and the curtailment will go into 
effect on the 12th instant and will embrace 
something over 200,000 spindles, which will 
be idle for twelve days during the remain- 
der of this month.” 


HAGOOD WILL BE RETAINED. 


Capers’ Assistant Has Served in the 
Same Capacity Before. 
Charleston, S. C., August 8.—(Special.) 
The reappointment of B. A. Hagood as 
first assistant United States district at- 
torney under District Attorney Capers, 
which has just been announced, makes a 
material change in the republican slate 
fixed by Senator McLaurin. The impres- 
sion has prevailed that a democrat would 
be given the office, but on account of his 
high standing, his ability and his in- 
fluence with the republican organization 
Hagood was kept in the office. He served 
in two former administrations under Dis- 
trict Attorney Lathrop and made a record 
which sustains him fully and cannot be 
ignored without causing a break in party 
ranks. E. F. Cochran, of Anderson, who 
has a record like that made by Hagood, 
will be retained by District Attorney 
Capers. More than fifty lawyers applied 
for the position under the Capers admin- 
istration. The list included some of the 
best known lawyers’ in South Carolina, 
many of whom have always been associ- 
ated with the democratic party. The re- 
tention of Hagood is significant in that it 
shows that all the offices will not go to 


democrats.

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BALLOON BURST 
WHILE FALLING 


Santos Dumont's Air Voyage 
Ends in Bisaster, 


AERONAUT HUNG IN MID AIR 


Clutched an Iron Bar on a Building 
and Clung Until He Was Res- 
cued—He Says That Ho 
Will Try To Make It 
Again. 


Paris, August &.—Santos Dumont started 
from the Parc de St. Cloud at 6:10 a. m. 
amid hearty cheers. His initial move- 
ments were promising, as the balloon 
turned around Eiffel tower, 9 minutes and 
64 seconds after starting, and reheaded 
for St. Cloud. 

Just over the Avenue Henri 
however, a strong gust of wind struck 
the aerostat, 
one side, almost simultaneously bounding 
backwards a distance of fifty yards. The 
hydrogen gas wus forced from the front 
to the back part of the balivon, creating 
a sudden expansion, which caused the 
machine to dip. Her screw touched the 
steel cords and broke them. M. Sautos 
Dumont immediately stopped tne motor 
and the talioon began to descena. 

Unfortunateiy the cover of the aerostat 
struck the cerner of a 6-story building. 
A report like the shot of a cannon fol- 
lowed. The balloon collapsed and fell 
tapidly. Luckily the frame caught on 
the coping of the building and the bal- 
loon remained suspend, otherwise San- 
tos Dumont would have been killed. As 
it was, the aeronaut hung in a most dan- 
gerous position in midair for half an hour, 
unt:l1 by great effort he succeeded in 
catching the tron bar of a window, to 
which he clung until rescued with some 
difficuitg by tne use of ropes. 

Escaped Without ‘Scratch. 

The ballocnist escaped without a 
scratch, however. As M. Santos Dumont 
superintended the removal of the machine 
he said he was quite ready to recom- 
mence cperatians., 

M. Deutsch, who offered the prize of 
300,000 francs for the rounding of wHiffel 
and return to the starting point within 
a civen period of time, was so affected by 
the danger that Santos Dumont had 
passed through that te told him tnat 
he would rather present him with the 
prize at once than to see him kill him- 
self with bis experiments, but the bal- 
loonist replied that he had rounded Eiffel 
tower in such a short period of time that 
he considered the result too unsatisfac- 
tory to permit of the relinquishment of 
his attempts in the future. 

Santos Dumont gave the following ac- 
count of his trip: 

‘This time it is not the fault of the 
motor, which worked admirably. It was 
the balloon which caused the accident. I 
rounded the Eiffel tower with admirable 
speed, as I had a favorable wind, and wis 
already returning over the Beis de Bou- 
logne when the wind freshened suddenly 
and struck me sidewise. Like a ship in a 
storm, the balloon pitched and rollec. 
Another sudden veering of the wind 
caused the front of the balloon to pitch 
downward, and the ropes connecting it 
with the frame caught in the propcller, 
which struck the balloon wires. They 
broke. I saw the danger and my oniy 
thought was to descend as quickly as 
possible. This I was doing successfully, 
but I was driven by a contrary wind in 
the direction of the Eiffel tower. 

Burst Like a Toy Balloon. 

‘“‘Again the breeze veered and threw me 
against a building. The balloon burst 
like a toy gas balloon and tJe fragments 
fell, completely covering me. The rest 
vou know. I am unhurt. I have not a 
cecratch. The motor is uninjured. T will 
set to work repairing the balloon. It is 
simply a matter of sewing the pieces to- 
gether. The cause of the accident was 
that the balloon was insufficiently filled. 
1 know this. The ventilator also worked 
badly.’’ 

M. Deutsch, who was present at the 
start, said: 

“T am afraid the experiments will not 
be conclusive, as his balloon will always 
be at the mercy of the wind, which is 
not the kind of an air ship we have 
dreamed of.” 

The explosion of the balloon attracted

’ Our traveling representatives are W, H, 
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The Need of Trees. 

The plea of President P. J. Berck- 
mans, of the Horticultural associa- 
tion of Georgia, for the preservation 
of our forests, should lead to some 
active movement for the replenishing 
of the forests which have been de- 
stroyed. : 

It is well known that large sections 
of Asia and Africa as well as some 
gmaller sections of older LEurope, 
which are now regarded as _ sterile, 
owe that condition to the destruction 
of the forest growth and the failure to 
replenish it. Even during the past 
fifty years, the most unobservant 
have witnessed changes on this cor- 
tinent for the worse, which can only 
be traced to the destruction of our 
forests. Never before was there such 
value placed wpon forest growth by 
the commercial world, and as a con- 
gequence never before was there 
known such a constant destruction of 
it. Even the illimitable pine forests of 
Georgia have been so put under the 
axe that the change of ten years is 
apparent. The demand of commerce 
‘for our trees has been so great that 
even those unmerchantable have been 
slaughtered with the view of including 
them within the commercial demands. 

Then again the policy of our farm- 
ers has been most destructive. They 
have proceeded on the idea that 
‘cleared land was valueless, and in the 
‘ghoice between plowing and culti- 
‘vating land already cleared, and bring- 
ing new timber land under cultivation, 
‘they have chosen the latter alternative. 
lIn this way a given thousand acres 
has been attacked in detail with the 
view of cultivating probably less than 
one hundred acres. Under proper man- 
agement the original one hundred 
acres should have been kept under cul- 
tivation, and would have grown more 
valuable year by year instead of less 
valuable so as to lie abandoned, and 
‘nine hundred acres of forest would 
shave remained to fulfill its natural 
‘purpose as well as to gladden the eye. 
There is one farm in Elbert county 
worth originally probably five dollars 
jan acre. Under cult{vation which has 
raised its wheat producing value from 
fourteen bushels to thirty-five, that 
land has increased five fold in value, 
and its owner would not part with it 
today for even that sum. In this way 
‘the energy which he could have 
.wasted in chopping down forests was 
put into the cultivation of his lands 
already cleared with the result stated. 
If only the agitation for sparing the 
trea could be brought home to every 
part of Georgia, we would have some 
compliance with the suggestion of 
President Berckmans. The man who 
cuts down one unnecessary tree is an 
‘enemy to the economic prosperity of 
Georgia. Such a man is preparing the 
way for the drying up of the branches, 


the lessening of the rains, the shrivel- | 


ing of the soils, and the creation of 
another Sahara where there should be 
bloom and verdure. President Rerck- 
mans has already succeeded in creating 
a mighty industrial revolution in 
Georgia. He will doubly deserve the 
‘thanks of the people if he will under- 
take the prosecution of this war upon 
the wood cutter, to whose depredation 
there should be placed a limit. 


The Value of Our Peach Crop. 


' Car loads of Georgia peaches are 
now on their way to northern markets 
from stations all the way from Fort 
‘Valley up to Plainville and Dalton. 
They are meeting with a_ sufficient 
market and have established them- 
selves as a staple producticn. 
_ There is a feature of the peach busi- 
‘ness which has hitherto passed jinob- 
served. About twenty years ago when 
Mr. Rumph, of Marshalliville, made 
his first phenomenal successes, the 
transaction was regarded as personal, 
in which he could succeed himself but 
which held no promise for the people 
at large. A little later the attention of 
Mr. J. H. Hale, then making a tour of 
the country on government business, 
‘Was attracted to the Fort Valley re- 
gion, and he invested in an orchard 
the history of which is well known. 
In still another section around Tifton, 
the Messrs. Tift developed peach 
growing on a large scale. These 
agencies, it must be remembered, were 
all extensive, outside of the reach of 
ordinary workers and possible only to 
capital and skill. Nevertheless their 
work served a valuable purpose in 
arousing the attention of the people at 
large to something possible if not 
probable. It was at a later period that 
the people of north Georgia undertook 
the commercial cultivation of peaches. 
In that section also the principal im- 
petus was given by men operating on 
' a large ecale. For this reason the 
' arge growers have received the most 
' gttention, but as a matter of fact, the 
| peach industry has now become one of 
a interest, and is no longer con- 
- fined to the heavy growers. 
' Marietta to Dalton, for instance, and 


> 


along the Southern between Atlanta 
and Chattanooga, the small orchard 
has become familiar, and hundreds of 
people are engaged in the production 
of fruit. Through the combination 
formed by the larger growers the 
small grawers have been enabled to 
reach the market, and the presence 
of brokers in the field gives the small 
grower as good an opportunity for 
prices as the large one. An 
orchard of five thousand trees is within 
the reach of almost any farmer, and 
by a little attention to commercial 
methods he can readily place himself 
in touch with the market, and have 
every year a mid-summer crop which 
will not interfere with his other voca- 
tions. In this connection it may be 
stated that in the warket of last sum- 
mer one of the heaviest peach growers 
cleared over twenty thousand dollars. 
As a matter of fact the sales perfected 
under his patronage were more than 
forty thousand dollars—the extra 
twenty thousand going to men with 
from two thousand to five thousand 
tree orchards. The scattering of this 
twenty thousand dollars among so 
many people came as an extra divi- 
dend upon the farm: It is this feature 
of the peach busjness that we desire 
to emphasize as showing that the 
watchful man, even though of small 
resources, can find abundant oppor- 
tunity to meet with success in this 
state. 
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Defenses for Women. 

The promptness and courage with 
which a young Atlanta girl handled 
her revolver in getting rid of a noctur- 
nal intruder, has won commendation 
on all sides and suggests that women 
should be better prepared for self-de- 
fense than they are. 

Sometime ago a prominent lady of 
Georgia, through the columns of The 
Constitution, urged that the women of 
the land should become expert in the 
use of the pistol and the rifle. There 
Was no reason why they should be ex- 
empted from the pleasure of the 
chase, and if incidentally the knowl- 
edge thus gained stood them in good 
place in cutting short the career of 
an assailant. it would beso much the 
better. The mere knowledge that a 
lady knows how to defend herself and 
is not afraid of a weapon has a won- 
derful effect upon would-be disturb- 
ers, and Would militate in no way 
against her own standing. The story 
is told of a family of girls left orphan- 
ed in a south Georgia county. The 
mother, being a practical woman, pur- 
chased revolvers for each one of her 
daughters, and every afternoon they 
held an interesting target practice in 
the front yard, and offered prizes to 
the ones hitting the bull’s-eye. Word 
went all around the country of their 
wonderful dexterity, and though they 
lived alone for years without male 
protection, there was never a sign of 
disturbance. But the sphere of defense 
might even be widened with profit and 
a knowledge of sparring would not at 
all be out of place. This is exempli- 
fied by a recent incident in New Jer- 
sey, in which a young lady put to 
route an impudent man and establish- 
ed her right to be left alone. 

The strength she has acquired in play- 
ing golf and tennis stood her in good 
stead Monday night, when she had an 
encounter with a footpad. She had been 
shopping in Newark and there were few 
persons on the streets when she alighted 
in Glen Ridge from a trolley car and 
Started to walk to the Bullock residence 
with her arms full of bundles. She was 
hurrying along. near the Lackawanna 
railroad bridge when a man accosted her. 

“Wait a minute. I want to speak to 
you,’’ he said, at the same time holding 
out his hand to stop her. 

“You go about your business or you will 
be sorry,’’ she replied. 

Then the highwayman roughly geized 
her arm. Miss Rodman did not scream 
or faint, but dropped her. bundles and 
tore herself loose from his grasp. Before 
the man could recover from his astonish- 
ment at the strength she displayed, she 
shot out her right fist and landed an up- 
percut on his chin that sent him reeling. 
He barely succeeded in saving himself 
from falling in a heap. 

Angered by the young woman’s stout 
resistance, he flew blindly at her, like a 
grogey but desperate prizefighter. She 
was ready for him, and when he tried to 
clutch her throat she cleverly side-step- 
ped and gave him a stinging blow on the 
ear. More dazed than ever, he did not 
even attempt to defend himself, while 
Miss Rodman with both fists rained blows 
on his face. He sank to his knees and 
begged for mercy. 

“T was only fooling,’’ he gasped. Then, 
as the young woman desisted in her on- 
slaught for a moment, he jumped up and 
ran as fast as he Could through an adja- 
cent field. 

The Constitution presents this idea 
for what it is worth. It will do no 
harm, and there is no doubt but what 
it would produce a sense of self-con- 
fidence. 
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Extending Our Cotton Trade. 


The extension of our cotton selling 
area has long been regarded by The 
Constitution as one of the most im- 
portant subjects now before us. 

We have already adverted to the re- 
port of Consul General McWade, that 
there was not an American merchant 
in southern China, a section repre- 
senting over two hundred million peo- 
ple. With the demand for cotton more 
than equal to double our present cot- 
ton production, the mercantile instinct 
of the United States. has lain  dor- 
mant, content to leave others’ that 
work which we should do ourselves. 

Another consular report is to hand 
emphasizing this sad lack in our 
American commercial system. Consul 
Smith writes from Moscow that the 
production of cotton in central Asia 
is increasing every year, to which the 
Russian government and the cotton 
consumers are giving such encour- 
agement as to make it compete with 
American cotton. They are, however, 
under the disadvantage of having to 
import their seed, and, as pointed cut 
by Colonel Peek, they will have a con- 
tinual expense of irrigation to meet. 

But the important parts of Consu] 
Smith’s letter is to the effect that the 
Americans themselves are making 
possible this competition, by refusing 
to so prepare their cotton bales as to 
be acceptable to buyers in the Russian 
empire. They cbject to the large bale, 
believing that it suffers a loss of from 
8 to 10 per cent in weight. The 
Russian merchants, it is said, have 
made complaints for years, but no 
notice has been taken of them. All 
this is explained by Consul Smith 
when he points out that “all Ameri- 
can cotton is shipped to Russia 
through brokers in Liverpool and 
other ports, who are not interested in 
the proper packing and endure no 
losses in the transportation.’ 

Here is a peculiar situation indeed. 
An empire in need of our preducts; 
our cotton farmers discussing a re- 
striction of their production because 
of want of a vaiuable market; the 
whole situation brought about because 
we have sought that market through 
an indifferent intermediary who cares 
for neither the producer nor the con- 
sumer, but who is content to rake off 
his profits without regard to the fu- 
ture relationship of his two priace. 


The farmers of the United States 
have suffered untold losses by accept- 
ing Europe as their middleman, and 
they can only hope to reach a better 
condition when they so develop their 
mercantile instinct that they will go 
direct to their customers, instead of 
frittering away their profits in paying 
middlemen who are responsible for 
the losses entailed. 


The Passing of an Empress. 
“The death of the empress dowager 
of Germany has brought to a close a 
life saddened by many disappoint- 
ments notwithstanding the glamour in 
which she has lived from her birth. 

A childhood passed amid the highest 
social glories of the British empire, 
to become the wife of a second-rate 
prince wherein her aspirations were 
crushed, then again to have the prom- 
ise of imperial life in rejuvenated 
Germany, again to have the cup dashed 
from her lips by the fate which took 
away her husband, it.may be safely 
said that the days in which she was 
known as the princess royal were 
happiest, and those in which she was 
temptingly near the imperial bauble 
were the most sorrowful. It has been 
said in explanation of much of the 
unhappiness of the late empress that 
she was superior to her station, and 
that if she had ever been given the 
opportunity, she would have proven 
herself to be one of the most remark- 
able women of her time. As it was, 
notwithstanding her royal birth and 
her imperial surroundings, she was 
continually such a creature of circum- 
stances that she never shone for her 
true worth. 

There is no doubt that this noble 
lady often envied the lower born but 
more independent women of her time, 
who had at least freedom of action 
and were outside the restrictions of 
courts and politics. She might have 
had, insuch relation, a happy and filial 
family which would not have been 
torn up by ambitious dissensions, and 
which would have looked to the 
mother as higher than any ambitious 
title by which that sacred word could 
have been replaced. 


Barring Pennsylvania Dutch. 

The latest war inaugurated ‘s against 
the. familiar Pennsylvania Dutch, 
which was regarded as having become 
naturalized from its long service. 

One of the railroads in Pennsylvania 
has struck this blow at the perpetua- 
tion of the local language in an order 
issued to the shifting engine crews 
that all conversation, social and busi- 
ness, while on ducy must be in the 
English language. The order says: 
“That «nder no. circumstances shall 
Penusylvania German be spoken.” 

This, it seems to us, is en assault 
upon one of tie rmiost cherished privi- 
leges of the Pennsylvania Dutch. The 
railroad company explains as the real 
reason for issuing tis order that 
some time ago a conductor gave direc- 
tion to the crew of his train in Penn- 
sylvania Dutch, and a serious collision 
nearly resulted because a brakeman, 
who did not understand the language 
perfectly, had a string of cuavs shifted 
on the wrong track. Railroad officials 
say that as the book of rules is printed 
in English, that language should be 
used by the crews. 

There may be a deeper puipose in 
this movement, in order to change the 
political conditions of Pennsylvania. 
It is evident that for some reason the 
people have. failed to .inderstand the 
political situation, and it may be be- 
cause they gain their information 
through the medium of Pennsylvania 
Dutch. If a pure English dialect can 
reform Pennsylvania, then it is to be 
hoped that the new war will be kept 
up. 
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Average Views of Literature. 


Much has been written about the 
hardships of men whose names are 
now household words—the miseries of 
Dante, the famishment of Burns, and 
the hungry view which Goldsmith was 
forced to take of the world. If these 
men had lived in the present day, how 
happy they would have been in the re- 
ceipt of fat checks from the popular 
magazines, and as a consequence how 
free they would have been from the 
misfortunes by which they were laden 
down. 

This idea of looking upon literature 
as a business has largely grown from 
the assumacy of certain maguzine pro- 
prietors who claim to know the value 
of true literature without the ability 
of. deciding upon its identity. Mr. 
Kipling, for instance, might write a 
few crooked lines, altogether devoid 
of genius, and they would readily te 
accepted, whereas the inspiration of 
even a Burns, were he to return t» life, 
would be sent back with a letter of 
regret. It is not strange that when 
publishers assume that literature is a 
business, candidates for recognition 
should take the same view. A csoulful 
poet, whose name is in all the maga- 
zines of the present day, was shocked 
not long ago when a laboring friend 
met him and declared, “If I eould 
write like you, I know I could make 
a dollar a day!” This man, how- 
ever, was. hardly more {incongruous 
than the embryo poet who had 
been offering his compositions to the 
local newspapers for a year and a half, 
and who in despair sought a_svre 
enough genius, and asked his advice 
as to “What shall I charge for what I 
write?” 

The question of recognition and of 
compensation wfll always b2 a mooted 
one. It certainly seems us if the con- 
structor of a verse should have the 
same right to charggf: so much a line 
as has the magazine publisher to offer 
so much. Perhaps there ought to be a 
board of arbitration, composed of peo- 
ple who know nothing abont either 
literature or publishing, 19 pasa upon 
this momentous question.

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RUN DOWN BY OCEAN LINER. 


Oceanic Sinks the Kincora—Seven 
Lives Are Lost. 
Queenstown, August 8&.—The White 
Star line steamer Oceanic, Captain Cam- 
eron, Which sailed from Liverpool yes- 
terday for New York, via Queenstown, 
arrived here this morning and reported 
having been in collision last night, in 
the Irish channel, with the steamer Kin- 
cora, of Waterford, Ireland. The Kin- 
cora sank. Seven persons were drowned, 
The collision oceurred in a fog. The 
bow of the Oceanle was damaged. The 
Kinecora Was a coasting vessel, trading 
between Waterford and Limerick. She 
had a crew of fourteen men. The Oceanic 
brought the seven survivors to this port. 
The only damage sustained by the 
Oceanic consisted in a few dents in her 
port plates. She proceeded at 3:50 p. m. 
The collision occurred this side of Tus. 
kar at about 1:30 in the morning. The 
fog was very dense. The Kincorta was 
struck amidships. All the passengers of 
the Oceanic were in bed at the time and 
there was no commotion until the captain 
assured them that there was not the 
slightest cause for alarm. Headway was 
kept on the Oceanic after she struck the 
Kincora in order to give the crew of the 
latter a chance to clamber on board the 
Oceanic. The boats of the White Star 
liner were lowered to rescue every man 
possible. The Kincora sank very rapidly. 
The Oceanic remained in the vicinity of 
the collision until daylight, but nothing 
was then 
wreckage. 
A collection among the saloon passen- 
gers of the Oceanic for the widows and 
orphans of the drowned realized £10. 
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WHAT POWERS HAVE DECIDED. 


Statement About Certain Phases of 
the Chinese Negotiations. 


Washington, August 8.—The following 
exact statement of certain phases of the 
Chinese negotiations is given from 
authoritative sources in order to correct 
some misapprehension which has arisen 
from published reports as to the possible 
causes of delay in signing the protocol at 
Pekin: * 

All the negotiators are agreed upon the 
tariff matter. The present ad valorem 
tariff is to be converted into a specific 
tariff at the average rates of the present 
treaty tariff, 5 per centum, effective, and 
articles now on the free list are to be 
included in the new specific schedule. The 
details of this arrangement are to be 
left to a specific commission to sit here- 
after, probably at Shanghai. 

The details of the arrangement for the 
prohibition of the importation of fire- 
arms, ammunition and materials for their 
manufacture were settled some months 
ago. They provided for the seizure, by 
the foreign warships, of any Chinese or 
foreiga, ships entering Chinese ‘waters 
with the prohibited articles on board, 
and also for such steps as each of the 
several foreign governments may deem 
it proper or be in a position to take in 
oader to prohibit the exportation of arms 
and supplies from their respective coun- 
tries to China. 
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PRISONER DISARMS JAILER 


Negro Beats His Keeper Down and 
Runs Away. 


CROWD GIVES A WARM CHASE 


At Edge of a Swamp the Fugitive 
Shows Fight, But Is Quickly 
Captured. 


Americus, Ga., August 8.—(Special.)— 
Knocking down and choking Jailer Poole 
this afternoon, Luke Ford, a desperate 
character under charge of burglary, 
dashed from the jail, and waving Jailer 
Poole’s pistol aloft in defiance of pur- 
suers, attempted to reach the swamps 
north of the city. Poole had the negro 
seurely handcuffed and was locking him 
in the cell, when Ford suddenly sprang 
upon the jailer and choking him almost 
insensible. secured his pistol and escaped. 
Sheriff Bell, with a posse of policemen 
and citizens, gave chase with dogs and re- 
captured Ford a mile from Americus. 
The negro leveled his pistol at John B, 
Ansley, superintendent of the ‘water 
works and a member of the pursuing par- 
ty, but Ansley rushed the negro, disarm- 
éd and arrested him. Jailer Poole was se- 
verely bruised in the affray. 


EMPRESS PLACED IN COFFIN 


At the Foot Stood the Emperor of 
Germany, 


Cronberg, August 8.—The remains of the 
Dowager Empress Frederick were placed 
in a coffin early this morning. 

The funeral service held at Friedrich- 
shof late this afternoon was ¢imple but 
impressive. It was performed at the re- 
quest of the late dowager empress by the 
bishop of Ripon, her own chaplain, as- 
sisted by the Rev. Thomas Eeigmouth- 
Shore, canon of Worcester. 

The coffin stood in the death chamber 
covered with a long black pall and covered 
with white roses. At the foot, with 
bowed head and slightly in advance of 
the other mourners, stood Emperor Wil- 
liam, in the uniform of the Black Hus- 
Sars,, the regiment of which the late 
dowager empress was honorary colonel. 
Just behind him were all the other mem- 
bers of the royal family, except Prince 
Henry of Prussia. 

The service was conducted entirely with- 
out music. It consisted of a portion of 
the burial service of the Church of Eng- 
land, the nineteenth psalm, reading of the 
first Epistle to the Corinthians and the 
benediction. The congregation rendered 
the responses. Immediately after its 
conclusion Empgror William and the em- 
press drove back to Homburg. 

The castle still presented the appearance 
of the state of siege. Hussars are biv- 
ouacked in the woods, cag@ry pickets 
and mounted police patrol the roads and 
a large force of detectives is in evidence 
about the castle, as well as in the town. 

The empress in her last written direc- 
tions asked that the fuferal might be of 
the most simple kind, but there is no ref- 
erence in them to the torchlight proces- 
sion that will take place on Saturday. 
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RACED WITH DEATH AND LOST 


Vain Effort of John Foley To Die at 
Home. 

Chicago, August 8.—A race with death 
from Boston, with Claremont, Iowa, as 
the goal ended here today. with the death 
of John Foley. Three weeks ago the de- 
cedent, who wag a Harvard graduate, 
and who had been employed in the coast 
survey by the government, was seized 
with quick consumption at Boston.

HE WANTS NEARLY A MILLION 


Sligle Files Large Claim with the 
Spanish Commission. 


Washington, August 8—The second 
largest claim yet filed with the Spanish 
treaty claims commission has been pre- 
sented by Francis Seigle, an American 
citizen in Cuba. His claim amounts to 
$872,427. Seigle says that in 1896 his plan- 
tation was worth $1,000,000, but by reason 
of the depredationa of the Spanish trocps 
he is now reduced to absolute want.

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| BREAKERS AHBAD FOR CUBA 


Estrada Palma Fears Political Dis- 
sensions Will Be Fatal. 


A HARD ROAD FOR PRESIDENT 


Not Likely That Any Honest Pa- 
triot Will Care To Undertake 
Office. 


Havana. August 8—Senor Estrada 
Palma, in a long letter to Senor Figue- 
redo, which is published here today, 


makes the following statement: 

“T told General Gomez that a man like 
myself, of independent character and 
without pretensions except for the moral! 
good of the country, would not have 
courage enough to be a candidate for 
the presidency of Cuba, because the 
state of feeling and opinion in the island 
is disjointed and because political parties 
there are based upon local! affinities and 
political issues and not upon principles. 

‘“‘Moreover, it is to be supposed that 
the future president will have to plan 
the government, and if he is to carry 
his programme into effect he will need 
the support of ae houses of the legisla- 
ture. But the state of opinion in both 
houses is likely to be more disjointed 
even than the opintons of the so-called 
political parties. As important matters 
will have to be dealt with by the first 
government of Cuba, such as treaties, the 
relations with the United States and the 
payment of the army, there is likely to be 
a great deal of trouble and disagreement. 
If the president does not have congress 
behind him he will fail utterly. 

“Then also the constitution Is calcu- 
lated to prevent unity of action because 
the governors of provinces are to be 
elected by popular vote and the secreta- 
ries will be responsible as well as the 
president. If, therefore, the president 
does not count upon a majority in both 
houses, it is not likely that any honest 
patriot will care to undertake the presi- 
dential office. Self-abnegation and the 
most devoted patriotism cannot be ex- 
pected to make him abandon his own dig- 
nity.”’ 

Senor Palma says that steps should be 
taken to unify effort and opinion tn Cuba 
and to obtain a basis of agreement as to 
a presidential candidate, so that if elected 
he may have some chance of successful 
administration. 


MAYOR DOES NOT OPPOSE TAX 


He Favors Any Measure for Getting 
Something for the City—Issues 
a Statement. 


Mayor Mims is not only opposed te 
€-he Garrett-Pierce charter amendment, 
which is designed to give authority to 
the city to levy an occupation, or fran- 
chise tax upon all public utility concerns 
in Atlanta, but he expresses himseif 
heartily in favor of adopting any meas- 
ures looking to a possible chance of 
getting something for the city from 
these corporations. 

This, in brief, is the substance of a 
statement which the mayor made yester- 
day as the result of an article which 
appeared in an afternoon paper, and in 
which he is quoted as being opposed to @ 
franchise tax. 

The following is what the mayor has 
to say concerning the matter. 

“While I do not believe that franchises 
can be taxed under the Pierce resolution, 
yet I am ardently in favor of any effort 
to tax them, and hope we may be suc- 
cessful in doling so. 

“Il would rather take the legal opinion 
of the city attorney than to rely upon 
my own in a matter of this kind. There 
is no one more heartily desirous of tax- 
ing the franchises of all the roads than 
myself.’’ 

In regard to the measure in question 
City Attorney Mayson, who drafted the 
proposed new charter amendment, has 
the following to say: 

“The franchise tax as drawn in the 
paper that was adopted by council last 
Monday is entirely legal. I specify this 
particular paper because it construes a 
franchise to be property and does not 
seek to do other than tax what the fran- 
chise produces. I am confident the courts 
will hold that the amendment adopted by 
council last Monday is entirely ‘legal.”’ 


A BIG INCREASE IS RECORDED 


Tax Digests Will Show a Gain of 
$17,000,000—Tnirty Digests 
Are To Come. 

With the digests of thirty counties to 
be received at the office of Comptroller 
Gereral Wright and basing the estimate 
on the returns of 107 counties the property 
increase in the state will be practically 
$17,000,000 against an increase last year of 
$15,227,000. Several of the larger counties 
or those with the larger centers of popu- 
lation have been heard from, but the re- 
turrs of a majority of them heve yet to be 
made and it is from these counties that 
the largest gains are expected. Fulton, 
Bibb, Richmond and Cobb are among 
those yet to make returns and a gain of 
$2,000,000 is expected from the first three. 
Yesterday afternoon 107 counties had 
sent in their digests, showing a net gain 
of $12,723,931.

Question Is Discussed by the Afro- 
American Council. 


CONGRESS IS ASKED TO ACT 


Legislation Which Will Make the 
Government Answerable Is 
Demanded. 


Philadelphia, August 8.—The National 
Afro-American counef] met in annual 
convention here today with over a hun- 
cred delegates present, representing thir- 
ty states. Officers were elected as fol- 
lows:

CANNOT BE GIVEN

Police Board Made Sensational 
Announcement in Public 
Session Last Night 


NOT ENOUGH MONEY 
10 PAY THE MEN 


Met To Elect New Supernumera- 
ries 1s Parts of City Are With- 
out Police Protection—Sec- 
retary Throws Fivan- 
cial Bombshell. 


The police department has, figuratively 
speaking, gone Into voluntary bankrupt- 
cy. It has been declared in a public 
session that there is not enough money 
in the treasury to properly police the 
city of Atlanta. It was officially reported 
by the chief of police that every watch 
of the department was going out short 
of men and the people did not have the 
police protection they were entitled to. 

All of this rather sensational declara- 
tion came out when the board met last 
night for the purpose of electing more 
policemen, The department had been de- 
pleted fifteen men since the general elec- 
tion in April and something had to be 
done to give the force its full quota of 
men. 

Then came the announcement that the 
fepartment was without funds and would 
run thousands of dollars behind its ex- 
pense account. This was deplored by the 
hoard. Thev had heen before the finance 
committee, thev said, and first pleaded for 
more money: then thev went before coun- 
ef} and pleaded for a reserve force to 
Rive the city protection because the de- 
partment was short of men. The de- 
narfment, thev had areued. turned into 
the city treasurv every vear $40.000 tn 
eash and $190.90 in street work. costing 
the citv practicallv nothing, and vet. thev 
said. Atlanta could not be pronerlv po- 
iced because there was no money to 
pay such a force as was needard 

Alarming State cf Affairs. 

The members of the board declared that 
it was an alarming state of. affairs when 
a city Iike Atlanta should be going back- 
ward with its police force. 

The meeting of the police board last 
night was called for the purpose of elect- 
Ing at least seven new supernumeraries. 
Chairman English said the chief of po- 
lice had reported that the supernumerory 
list was short fifteen men and what su- 
pernumeraries they had been working all 
the time. Every watch went out short 
of between five and eight men. Many 
portions of the city could not be policed 
either night or day. 


“So I have called you together,’’ said : 


the chairman, “to elect new stipernu-’ 
meraries.”’ 

The mayor and*+€ommissioner Fox 
being absent, a motion was made to post- 
pone the election until this morning. 

Commissioner Jones thought it was im- 
perative to elect at least five men right 
away. 

While the argument was going on, Sec- 
retary Patterson arose and with a paper 
in his hand made the following state- 


ment: 
A Financial Bombshell. 

“Gentlemen, I don't think you can elect 
any more policemen. We have in the 
treasury for this department only $65,298 
as an unexpended balance for this year. 
We have been working 125 regular men. 
If we keep that up our payroll for the 


balance of the year will amount to $54,- 
718. That will leave us only $80 for all 
our running expenses, such as horse feed, 
bicycle repairs, janitor’s wages, and the 
running of the chief's office and the of- 
fice of detectives. This expense account 
will be about $4,800. We are, therefore, 
short $4,219. It is plain that we cannot 
maintain our present force and certainly 
we camiot put on any new men.” 

That was a financial bombshell. 

- “We are about:to go into the hands of 
a receiver then,’’ remarked Commissioner 
Jones. 

“IT don’t see how came we to run s0 
short,’’ sald Commissioner Johnson. 

“Why, because we had $7,600 for ex- 
penses last year,’’ replied Secretary Pat- 
terson, ‘“‘and only $3,500 this = year. 
We just were not given enough money 
to keep this department running.” 

Chairman English said he had talked 
to the finance committee about the short- 
age, but did not know that it was as 
bad as it really was. 

Neither Money Nor Reserve. 

“I asked the tinance committee,” said 
the chairman, ‘‘to give us more money, 
and when they refused, I did the next 
best thing, and that was to try to get 
@ reserve to give the city and the people 
the protection they were entitled to. A 
majority of this board new we needed 
that reserve and the others should have 
known it. We got neither money nor 
reserve, and now it is back to this board 
to shift the best way it can. We will have 
to shorten each watch at least three men. 
It is the best we can do. What the tax- 
payers will think of it I do not know. 
They are entitled to police protection and 
should have it.” | 

“Can’t the chairman and the secretary 
go before the finance committee and tell 
them how we stand?’’ asked Commis- 
sioner Brotherton. 

‘We have tried that,”’ replied Comrmiis- 
sioner Jones. 

Commissioner Jones moved that the 
election of more policemen be postponed 
indefinitely and the motion was carried 
with a sort of funeral quietness. 

The police board meets again next Mon- 
day nbs ht ard financial question and the 
lack of police protection may come up 
for further discussion,

Wisconsin Ordered To Prepare 
‘for Service at Panama 


SITUATION VERY SERIOUS 


J. Edward Simmons, of New York, 
Appeals to the State’ Depart- 
ment—Wisconsin To Be 
Held in Readiness at 
Frisco. 


Washington, August 8.—The navy dce- 
partment sent an order today to Captain 
George C. Reiter, of the battleship Wis- 
consin, now at Anacortes, near the Pu- 
get sound naval station, to proceed to 
San Francisco, from which point the bat- 
tleship will be dispatched to Panama in 
case the state department requests the 
presence of a warship on the Pacific side 
of the isthmus. This action was taken 
after Acting Secretary Hackett had re- 
ceiveid from the state department a com- 
munication from J. Edward Simmons, of 
| New York, president of the Panama, Rail- 
way Company, setting forth the serious- 
ness of the situation on the isthmus and 
suggesting that warships be sent both 
to the Atlantic ang the Pacific sides. So 
far the «tate department has asked for 
no warships beyond the Machias, which 
has been ordered to Colon, on the Atlantic 
side. 

Wisconsin’s First Service. 


The Wisconsin is one of-the finest ships 
of the new ne«vy, and if she should be 
sent, this will be practically her first 
active duty, as she has been in comnils- 
sion only a sfrort time. She has a dis- 
placement of 11,300 tons, is heavily ar- 
mored and has a main battery of four 13- 
inch breech-loading rifles and fourteen 6- 
inch rapid-fire guns, which, with her sec- 
ondary battery, makes her one of the 
most formidable ships afloat. Her com- 
plement is about 800 officers and men, in- 
cluding about seventy-five marines. 

The selection of a battleship for this 
prospective duty apparently gives a 
gravity to the situation which in reality 
it does not posgess. Unfortunately, most 
of the smaller ships are in Asiatic wa- 
ters, and the department was obliged to 
choose hetween unserviceable old wooden 
ships and the fine new battleships on the 
Pacific station. In view of Mr. Simmons’ 
letter, which was construed to be a re- 
quest for the protection of American in- 
terests, it was deemed best to have the 
battleship at San Francisco, where she 
can proceed without delay to the isthmus. 

Apprehension of Trouble. 

New York. August 8.—S. A. Drake, sec- 
retary of the Panama Railroad Company, 
eaid today that the communication which 
J. Edward Simmons, president of the 
company, sent to the state department 
expressing apprehension of trouble along 
the isthmus of Panama, and suggesting 
that an American warship go to the Pa- 
cifle side at Panama, as well as to the At- 
lantic side at Colon, was sent largely 
as the result of the pressure which res- 
idents on the isthmus of various nation- 
alities have brought to bear on the com- 
pany. 

Since Wednesday night officers of the 
company in New York have received mail 
advices from the isthmus showing in- 
creased activity on the part of the insur- 
rents in the shape of depredations by 
bands of from forty to fifty guerrillas. 
As yet these guerrillas have no organiza- 
tion. The largest body of them is neir 
Cherrera, and the government force there 
is said to be not strong enough to leave 
the town. 

The company’s superintendent has not 
reported the destruction cf any of its 
property as vet, and the uneasiness felt 
in this city is due rather to the state- 
ment of the United States consul gen- 
eral and to privete advices. 

Machias Leaves Boston. 

Boston, August 8.—The gunboat Ma- 
chias left here this morning for Hamp- 
ton Roads, wiere sh2 will load ccal and 
supplies befure leaving for Central Amer- 
ica. 


WILL INTEREST MERCHANTS 


Fair Directors Appointed Important 
Committee Yesterday. 


AMUSEMENT PLANS DISCUSSED 


Special Entertainments Will Be Ar- 
ranged for Benefit of Visitors 
Every Day and Evening. 


At a meeting of the board of directors 
of the Southern Interstate Fair yester- 
day afternoon a committee of three was 
appointed to immediately take up the 
work of interesting as large a number as 
is possible of southern merchants and 
manufacturers to make exhibits of their 
wares this fall. 

The committee is composed of Thomas 
Egleston, chairman; F. J. Paxon and J. 
H. Nunnally. The committee will be 
known as the committee on merchants 
and manufacturers’ exhibits and is ex- 
pected to do much toward awakening 
additional interest among merchants in 
Georgia and the south in the possibilities 
of presenting their goods to the attention 
of home constimers. ; 

The directors declared in favor of pro- 
viding plenty of amusements during the 
fair. It is the purpose of the manage- 
ment to have some first-class entertain- 
ment a feature of each day and evening 
that visitors may have abundant amuse- 
ment. H. H. Cabaniss outlined an admir- 
able plan in this connection, while Secre- 
tary T. H. Martin explained how matters 
of this kind were looked after by the 
amusement board of the Pan-American 
exposition at Buffalo. 

Mr. Martin stated that the management 
of the exposition had decided to turn 
over one day in each week to the amuse- 
ment people to be known as Midway day. 
On that day special entertainments were 
arranged and so great a success had the 
plan become that the paid admissions to 
the exposition, from amounting to 35,000 
to 40,000 a day, had run up to more than 
100,000 on those days. 

Reports from the various fair commit- 
tees were considered and plans for the 
opening were discussed at length.

SURETY COMPANY AGREES 
TO PAY SANFORD’S DEBT 
TO STATE WITHOUT A SUIT 


In order to satisfy the execution levied 
by Comptroller General Wright against 
Tax Collector V. T. Sanford, of Floyd 
county, who is short in his account with 
the state over $15,000. it will not be 
necessary to proceed against the bond 
deposit of the surety company. The 
comptroller general received last night a 
telegram from the president of ‘the 
United States Fidelity and Guaranty 
Company, of Baltimore, informing him 
that the amount named in the execution 
against the Floyd county official would 
be paid in the next few days. 

This action on the part of the Balti- 
more company will insure the _ state 
against al] loss without the necessity of 
proceeding legally against the deposit of 
the guarantors in the state treasury. 

The amount named in the execution 
against the tax collector of Floyd county 
is $22,093.72. This is the shortage on the 
state’s account shown by the books in 
the office of the comptroller general. The 


official will be allowed something off for 
insolvent fi. fas. and semmissions, reduc- 
ing the amount actually due the state to 
practically $15,000. 

The amount said to be due the county 
of Floyd is approximately $4,000. With 
this the state has nothing to do. The 
United States Fidelity and Guaranty Com- 
pan wenyt on the bond of Tax Collector 
Sanford and when the accounts of that 
official were found to be conflicting the 
company was at once notified that it 
would be expected to make up the short- 
age. : 

The company has on deposit in the 
treasury $2,000. What action is to be 
taken by the county in order to recover 
the amount said to be due it remains t o 


be seen. 

The friends of Mr. Sanford, who are 
numerous in every section of the state, 
still claim that an examination will show 
no bad faith on his part and that he is 
not morally to blame for the big short- 


age in his office.

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and the viaduct so that a seven minute 
schedule could be maintained. 


Citizans Had Protest. 


Attorney Corrigan, representing Peters 
street citizens opposed to the line, urged 
that final action not be taken on the 
franchise at that time, as he understood 
his clients had a petition numerously 
signed which they desired to present for 
the consideration of the board. 

Captain Howell said he expected that 
an effort would be made to enjoin the 
Transit company from building the line, 
but he anticipated that such proceedings 
would meet the same fate as. thirteen 
other attempts. Alderman Pierce then 
moved that the matter be postponed un- 
til next meeting. This was opposed by 
Alderman LaHatte, who declared that 
‘‘now is the time to deal with the Peters 
street franchise.’’ He said the only pos- 
sible outcome of delay would be to 
strangle competition in that section. 

The motion to postpone was voted 
down by a vote of 5 to 1. Alderman 
Pierce was the only member of the board 
who voted for his motion. When the 
result was announced there was con- 
siderable applause from the spectators. 

Alderman LaHatte next moved to 
strike the twenty-one-year clause, which 
had been tacked on the franchise three 
weeks before. The motion prevailed, the 
vote being as follows: 

To strike—Messrs. Kilpatrick, Day, Laé 
Hatte and Johnson—4. 

Against—Messrs. Welch and Pierce—2. 

Mr. Hurt stated that the Power com- 
pany had serious objections to the ordi- 
nance as it then stood. Captain Ander- 
son, representing the company, said he 
thought his company had some rights 
which were entitled. to consideration at 
the hands of the board. He proposed 
that the Transit company be allowed to 
go along Forsyth street instead of along 
Whitehall from Trinity avenue to Hun- 
ter. He said that route was the one 
originally asked for by the company, but 
that the route named in the franchise 
had been prepared by the street railway 
committee. 


Should Reserve Right. 


He also recommended that the city 
should reserve the right to allow some 
other company to cfoss the Peters street 
viaduct. “We might want to go that 
way ourselves,” said he, “in order to get 
around that little 2x4 hole under the rail- 
road tracks which Captain Howell has 
referred to. To reserve such a right 
would be in the interest of the people.’ 
Attorney Arkwright asked Captain An- 
derson if it was not .rue that the Power 
company now had the right to condemn 
any five blocks of the Transit company’s 
tracks at any place. 

In reply to this Captain Anderson said 
he insisted that there would be serious 
doubt as to whether the city could grant 
another company the right to go over the 
Peters street viaduct under the provis- 
ions of the franchise as it stood. As a 
third suggestion he contended that the 
city ough to reserve the authority to al- 
low the Power company the right to 
condemn the Transit company’s single 
track that may be built on Peters street 
from Walker toward West End; that the 
two companies could use jointly the 
tracks that would then be on that sec- 
tion of the street. He referred to the ap- 
plication which the Power company has 
already made to connect its Walker 
street and East Point lines by running a 
track out Peters street from Leonard to 
Park. 

Just here Attorney Brandon interrupted 
Captain Anderson long enough to say 
that Mr. Simmons had authorized him to 
say that the Transit company was ready 
at that moment to enter into a written 
agreement whereby both companies 
could use tracks jointly. Captain An- 
derson remarked that he knew they 
would never be able to agree upon the de- 
tails of such a contract. He said he had 
already had some experience in that line. 
He declared that Whitehall street was 
now greatly congested and that to put 
another line on it would be to make mat- 
ters considerably worse. 

Captain Howell wanted to know who 
was responsible for thig congested state 
of affairs on Whitehall. He said that 
the Power company had already de- 
flected two or three new routes over 
that line for several blocks. He stated 
the situation reminded him of the story 
of the man who went into a restaurant, 
stuck his finger in a pie, and then asked 
the proprietor of the place what he in- 
tended charging for the pie, as it was 
damaged, There was great laughter at 
this joke. 


Might Help in Work. 


Representatives of the Power company 
stated that that company would be will- 
ing to pay its share toward building the 
viaduct, provided it Was accorded the 
same privileges to be enjoyed by the 
Transit company. Attorney Spalding said, 
in answer to this, that his company was 
not asking for exclusive rights on the 
bridge. “If they want to go over it,’ 
said he, “let them pay their propor- 
tionate share of the cost.”’ 

Attorney Arkwright asserted that Mr. 
Hurt only wanted to kill the line sought 
by the Transit company by suggesting 
amendments to the franchise and by urg- 
ing new routes. He said it would be 
more expensive to go into the center of 
town by way of Forsyth street than 
Whitehall as his company would have 
to put in so much more special work. 

The amendment concerning double 
tracks on Trinity avenue and on the 
viaduct, was adopted unanimously. The 
other amendments were then voted on. 
When Alderman Pierce presented his 
amendment to the effect that the fran- 
chise be granted for twenty-one years 
conditionally that the Garrett-Pierce 
charter amendment became a law 
and was effective, Alderman’ La- 
Hatte took the floor. “If you adopt 
that amendment,” said he, “it means 
that you kill the franchise."’ Mayor Pro 
Tem. Johnson characterized the amend- 


W.-C. M'LANE IN THE TOWE 


One of His Bondsmen Yesterday 
Withdrew from Bond. 


SHERIFF DESIRES A'NEW BOND 


McLane Was Recently Bound Over 
Charged with Embezzling the 
Funds of a Bauk. 


Walter C. McLane, the voung man who 
was recently bound over to the superior 
court by Justice of the Peace Bateman 
on the charge of embezzling funds of the 
Bank of Commerce, was placed in the 
Tower yesterdiy afternoon under instruc- 
tions from Sheriff John W. Nelms. 

Since the preliminary trial in the justice 
court McLane has heen under a bond of 
$6,000, and his re-arrest yesterday re- 
sulted from the fact that Dr. A. H. Van 
Dyke, one wf his bondsmen, requested 
Sheriff Nelms to release him from any li- 
ability orn the pond. An uncle of Mc- 
Lane also signed the bond. 

The sherift, however, desired a new 
bond, and he decided to hold McLane until 
such could be secured. The bond was 
origina'ly accepted by Justice of the Peace 
Bateman. 

In company with Deputy Sheriff Josh 
Tye, McLane yesterday made an effort 
to procure a new bond, but wes unsuccess- 
ful, and in the afternoon was sent to 
jail. 
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ment as “‘the worst amendment yet pro- 
posed.’’

The Boulevard Extension. 


Th-:n the Boulevard extension franchise 
was called up. Alderman LaHatte moved 
to concur in the action of council in strip- 
ping the franchise uf the twenty-one year 
limit clause. Walter McElreath, a resi- 
dent of the fourth ward, asked that the 
matter not be taken up until the appli- 
cation of the Power company for certain 
changes in that section of the city could 
be considered at the same (time. 
mitted petiticns from citizens asking that 
the Power company be granted the right 
to make the changes asked for. 

Ben J. Conyers, from the same ward, 
also addressed the buard. He said his 
street would be benefited by having the 
Power company make those changes and 
that he hoped the two matters would be 
considered jointly. He was of the opinion 
that if the Boulevard extension was 
granted the Power company might not 
care to make certain improvements. - He 
said the people in his immediate vicinity 
were in more need of the line than were 
the pevple on the Boulevard for the pro- 
posed extension. 

When he had finished, Chas. T. Hopkins 
had a few tart things to say concerning 
the stand taken by Mr. Conyers. ‘The 
people in our section have worked for 
ten mcnths to uplitt the ward,” said he, 
“but we have_never tried to benefit our- 
selves by trying to pull down the balance 
of the ward.’ fe declared that the 
Power company had not applied for the 
changes kecause of its love for the peo- 
ple. He considered it a plan to kill the 
Boulevard extension. Harry Alexander 
discussed the matter from a standpoint 
entirely different from any taken by any- 
one during the hearing. 

He considered it a fight to transfer the 
equity ig street railway interests from 
Atlanta to Boston. He declared the goal 
in view was consolidation. He referred 
to Mr. Hurt’s successtul efforts to put 
the street railway lines ‘n Atlanta ipon 
a paying basis, énd expressed the opinion 
that Mr. Hurt was due some considera- 
tion for this work. Mr. Hurt then had a 
few additional words to say, his remarks, 
he said, being suggested by statements 
made by Mr. Alexander. He referred to 
the time when the car companies in many 
of the cities throughout this section cf 
the state end country were in the hands 
of receivers, and of the fight that had 
been made to put the jsines in Atlanta 
where they would benefit the city. 


Repartee Indulged in. 


He said Captain Howell had understood 
the situation and had helped ‘n the fight 
in his paper. Captain Howell wanted to 
know if those interested had not nade 
money out of the deal. He asked if the 
company had not been bonded, and if 
the company had not received the money. 
Mr. Hurt said the money had been put 
into the road. ‘You don’t seem to wh- 
derstand the matter at all,’’ said Mr. 
Hurt. ‘‘Well,” answered Captain Howell, 
“you said I did.’ This sally caused 


On Alderman LaHatte’s motion to adopt 
the frenchise without the twenty-one 
year emendment, all but Aklermen Welch 
and Pierce voted in favor of making the 
grant for the long term. Before voting, 
Aiderman Pierce said he wished to ex- 
plain his position. He stated that during 
the meeting of the conference committee 
he tad signed the unanimous report 
which was against the twenty-one year 
clause, but since that time he had real- 
ized he made a mistake and had, 
therefore, changed his mind.

Pierce stated, after the meeting of the 
board, that until the Garrett-Pierce char- 
ter amendment had been adopted by the 
legislature and become effective he 
would always favor twenty-one year 
grants. He his notice to hold up 
the two papers was that he might again 
insist upon this short term amendment. 

During the meeting the Power company 
was granted the right to put in a turn- 
eut on its Decatur strest line, between 
Grant street and the Boulevard. The 
thx levy amendment to it was stricken. 
Alderman Pierce introduced a twenty- 
cne year limit amendment, but it was 
voted down, and then the grant was made 
by a vote of 5 to 1, Alderman Johnson 
voting against it. Councilman Minhin- 
nett made a strong speech in favor of the 
grant. He said it was in the interest of 
the poopie in his section of the city, and 
would not be built if the company was 
to be sub el to the restrictions con- 
tained in the amendments that had been 
rresented,

Atlanta a Poor Housekeeper. 

The dirty condition of .Atlanta’s side- 
walks is something of which any self-re- 
specting city should be ashamed. 

Somewhere in the archives of the sani- 
tary department there is a traditional] or- 
dinance that property owners must keep 
their sidewalks clean. It is evident that 
this law is not enforced. All over the 
center of the city the sidewalks present 
a most disreputable condition of dirt and 
trash and refuse stuff which seems to be 
the accumulation of long time. Especial- 
ly on Broad and Forsyth streets and on 
the city bridgés is this unseemly dirt evi- 
dent.. The sidewalks on the Forsyth 
and Broad street bridges are supposed to 
be cared for by the city street cleaning 
department, which claims that they are 
swept eVery night. Their appearance 
during the day would not indicate that 
they had ever béen swept. At least a 
barrel of dirt and sand, trash, cinders 
and black soot could be gathered from 
the Forsyth street bridge at any time. 
This is, of course, due to the engines be- 
low continually belching out black 
streams of smoke which falls on the 
bridges. But if at any special point in 
the city there is particular cause for 
more than ordinary accumulation of dirt 
then there should be proportionate facili- 
ties for its more frequent cleaning. 
As it is now every slight breeze, which 
might otherwise be a boon in hot weathr 
er, stirs up a cloud of dirt, and dirt 
which is as unpleasant as it is unhealthy. 
Something ought to be done about this 


| matter of keeping the sidewalks clean 


and sightly. Care in this respect adds 
immensely to the beauty of a city as well 
as to its comfort and health. Neglect of 
it gives as bad an impression to 
strangers and tourists as slip-shod, 
slovenly housekeeping does of the in- 
dividual housewife. : 

The sanitary department says that oc- 
cupants of property are expected to 
sweep their own sidewalks; that the 
street pavements only are cleaned by the 
city. But it is in the province of the de- 
partment to see that the law in this 
matter is enforced. All sidewalks in the 
heart of town should be swept every 
morning before the travel begins to be 
heavy, and if the nature of the property 
holders’ business is such as to foul it 
again in a few hours it should still be 
kept clean. 

The public has a right to demand clean- 
liness if nothing else. To provide decent 
thoroughfares for pedestrians is certain- 
ly one of the city’s first duties. 

Let the laws be strictly enforced in the 


matter of keeping the sidewalks clean. 


Old-Fashioned Therapeutics. 


A curious old volume of “‘medical re- 
ceipts,"” compiled by John Wesley 
over one hundred and (fifty years 
ago, would strike dismay to the 
heart of present day mental sctentists 
and modern believers in the power of 
suggestion Witness the “sin, sorrow, 
sickness, disease and death,’’ contem- 
plated by the devout gentleman in the 
following: 

“Man was sent from the hands of 
God perfect, needing no physic; but, re- 
belling against the sovereign of all, the 
seeds of pain and sickness were lodged 
in the body, and a thousand disorders, 
increased by everything around us. The 
sun and moon shed unwholesome in- 
fiuences from above; the earth exhales 
poisonous damps from below; the air 
itself that surrounds us is replete with 
the shafts of death; yea, the food we 
eat daily sans the foundations of lfe.”’ 

In prescribing the remedies contained 
in the volume it is advised to apply to 
a physician ‘‘who fears God;” also that 
‘‘to persevere in the course is often more 
than half the cure.” But, he says, 
“Above all, add to the rest (for it is not 
labor lost) that old-fashioned medicine, 
prayer and faith in God.” 

Some of the remedies for ‘“disorders”’ 
cf the time therein contained are un- 
consciously humorous, thus, for example: 
“Go into a cold bath just before a fit.”’ 
Parenthetically are introduced some 
gentle hints for “tender persons” and 
“the studious.”” ‘*Tender persons should 
constantly go to bed at 9 and rise at 4 
cr 5. Studious people should frequently 
bathe and frequently wash their feet.’’ 
Another remark informs that ‘“noth- 
ing tends more to prolongue an argue 
than indulgence in a lazy, indolent dis- 
position.” 


Are We “Miserable €inners.”” 


A case-in which religion was no ex- 
cuse for a flagrant and unfeeling breach 
of politeness and tact, to say nothing of 
simple charity, received its justly de- 
served punishment the other day, and 
may serve as a warning to many similar 
instances which have never been. re- 
sented. 

A dean of the jail mission of the Episco- 
pal church, while holding service in a Ne- 
braska prison, referred to his audience 
as “lost and vile.’”’” He was promptly 
thrown out into the corridor and hence- 
forth the Salvationists will conduct ser- 
vice for the prisoners. At the first Sal- 
vationist service the opening hymn was 
to the tune of “Sweet Marie,’’ which the 
prisoners sang to the original words with 
great enjoyment. The exhortation was 
no less. appreciated and the prisoners 
have requested that the service become 
a regular feature to break the monotony 
of the day. 

People have grown s0 accustomed to 
hearing themselves called from the pul- 
pit, and even in their own prayers, ‘‘mis- 
erable offenders,” ‘‘sinners,’”” ‘‘worms 
of the dust,’ and other such epithets 
that one scarcely stops to notice it at 
all. As a matter or fact hardly a single 
| person ‘n a large congregation really be- 
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lieves himself to be any such thing. If 
such sweeping accusations should be put 
to him outside the pulpit or the prayer 
book any man would be quick to resent 
them in a very tangible way. 

As a matter of fact we are not, most 
of us, “miserable sinners,’”’ and we don’t 
believe that we are. We don’t even believe 
that the Lord thinks we are. We admit 
our frailties and our occasional sins, re- 
gret them and repent, and honestly try 
to overcome them. Mankind in the whole 
makes an honest effort at godly living 
and we know that an omniscient Provi- 


dence takes this into consideration. 

The preachers and prayer books are 
all wrong when they rub it in on people 
that they are “lost and vile’ and ‘“‘mis- 
erable sinners.’’ 

“Give a dog a bad name and kill him.” 
Poor humanity has been suffering these 
many years the stigma of all manner 
of imputed sins without making even a 
feeble defense. 

But whether we be sinners or whether 
we be not, the fact remains that it 
doesn’t do any good tg have it con- 
tinually dinged into us and harped on all 
the time. Better hold up the other side 
of the proposition, that we are made in 
the image of God and should strive for 
the perfection which is our divine heri- 


tage. 

Phe merest tyro in kindergartening 
knows that it is thé positive and not 
the wpe suggestion which should be 
stressed. The neorrigible child, re- 
moved from an atmosphere which con- 
stantly stigmatizes hig short comings 
may become the model of his class under 
the wiser methods of kindergarten. 

So, since the hard words of the sold 
Puritans have lost their actual meaning, 
and the stern religion of our forefathers 
has given way to a_ better gospel of 
love and charity, the old forms of speech 
might well be done away with. The 
spirit of honest, self-respecting Chris- 
tlan is wisely taking the place of the 
old-time whining, groveling in the dust, 
“+ neering and exaggerat self-accusa- 
tions. 


What ‘Taking Thought” Does Now. 


The Bible asks who by “taking thought 
can add one cubit to his stature,’’ and 
propounded the then impossible. 

A Parisian doctor, however, says he 
has discovered a means of increasing the 
height, providing the patient be young 
with supple joints. 

The process is on the joints 
of ankles and knees wit an electric 
bulb. The osseous matter at the inter- 
section of the joints is expanded and the 
growth of the bone stimulated, the con- 
sequence being that the limbs are ma- 
terially lengthened. 

The doctor claims that he can add two- 
fifths of an inch a month to one’s height 
during six months—that is, two om a 
half inches. After six months’ contin- 
uous treatment the expansion must be 
temporarily suspended. 

According to this, generations of the 
future may be able to select their physi- 
cal proportions just as they now choose 
their professions or even their clothes.

New York, August 8.—Futures opened | to 
5 points lower on general selling, principally 
for weak holders of long cotton, who have be- 
come discouraged at the outlook both here 
and abroad. Liverpool market was non-com- 
mittal, being practically unchanged at the 
opening of our market. Trade conditions in 
Manchester are not of the best, and pri- 
vate cables report a p2ssimistic feeling among 
the trade there. Following the call, there was 
a good demand around yesterday's low figures 
for January, professionals feeling that a re- 
action was due after . the severe decline. 
Weather reports from Texas failed to give'any 
account of rain, and prices slowly improved, 

to 10 points. The scalping element were 
disposed to take profits on. the rally, and 
under-this selling the market lost a portion 
of the advance, closing quiet and unchanged 
to 2 points net higher. 


Hubbard Bros. & Co.’s Cotton Letter. 


New York, August 8.—Liverpool opened this 
morning at |-64 to 2-64d advance, with sales 
of 10,000 bales spot. At 2 p. m. the advance 
had been partially lost. This was considered 
by the trade as a poor response to our mar- 
ket of yesterday and heavy selling at the 
first call carried prices 3 to § points lower 
than last night’s closing. As soon as the 
pressure to sell was relieved there was a 
steadier feeling and Liverpool reported fur- 
ther sales of 2,000 bales spot. The shorts 
became uneasy and jumped into cover, carry- 
ing prices up 9 to IO points from the lowest, 
and at the odvance the market is steady. 
Crop reports indicate that the crop as a 
whole is doing fairly f well.

New Orleans, August 8.—Notwithstanding 
Liverpool advices were discouraging, our mar- 
ket only opened § to 6 points lower, But 
subsequently advanced 9 points, as shorts cov- 
ered on the reaction theory.

New York, August 8.—Absence of buyers in 
the early market led to a fresh decline of | 
to 5 points, weak longs letting go and can- 
fident bulls picking up a few small lots. The 
weather map was clear everywhere, excepting 
at Galveston, Charleston and Augusta. It ia 
evident that Texas is still without the gen- 
eral soaking rains she needs and has been 
looking for, while the Carolinas and Geor- 
gia seems to be suffering from excessive 
rains, which may lead to serious consequences. 
The chances for lower prices we regard as 
quite slim, and the expectation is that w 
shall witness a hardening of values based on 
the belief that the loss already recorded suf- 
fices for present crop conditions and possibly 
of improved spinning demand. It was felt that 
we had about reached the point where the 
trade was prepared to give greater support. 
Liverpool increased her spot demand today to 
the heaviest figures for many weeks. Futures 
there were unchanged at the close. Port re- 
ceipts 3,000 against 900 last yvear. The 
price of cotton now, compared with one year 
ago, is attracting no little attention and must

New York, August 8.—Developments in the 
stock market today favored operators for the 
long account and the demand which was 
broader than for some time carried many 
properties to a substantially higher level. In- 
dications were not wanting to show that 
traders were attaching miore importance to 
the character of the crop news and the high 
ratfo of railroad earnings. These consider- 
ations outweighed the earlier repressive in- 
fluences on the market by the announcement 
of the steel strike and stocks were pur- 
chased with an apparent great show of con- 
fidence. Unusual prominence was given to 
the trading in the Uniteu States Steel stocks 
owing to the frequency with which. large 
operators were inclined to cover shorts in 
these issues owing to the resumption of 
work at some plants and the official an- 
nouncement of the absorption of the Shelby 
tube works. When the prices of the steel 
stock began to mount upward and reached 
a level of 2% and 2 per cent, respectively, 
above yesterday's close for the common and 
preferred, the general market kept pace with 
the movement and exceeded those gains in 
some instances. There were many interrup- 
tions to the general rise during the day by 
profit taking and short seiling by the room 
operators, but the recessions were not very 
noteworthy except for the United States Steel 
stocks, which ended about a int below the 
best, when a report circulated that a promi- 
nent operator was unioading stock purchased 
at a much lower level. This selling soon 
affected the other market, but semi<tagna- 
tion s290n resulted and tne ciosing deaiings 
showed eteadiness. Conspic.ous strengtn was 
displayed by St. Paul, Union Pacific, Mis- 
eouri Pacific, Sugar and Lackawanna, which 
were irom i% to § points higher and lead 
the gains in their respective groups.

andWe stern, which were 2@5 points higher. 
Monetary conditions were viewed in a fav- 
orable light, owing to the steady gain by 
the banks on sub-treasury operations, this 
morning's statement showing a gain of over 
a million dollars on the week thus far. Ster- 
ling exchange rates continued upward, demand 
bills being held quite generally anoove $4 on. 
while 60-day drafts brought $4.85% Com- 
mercial bills continue in scant supply, and as 
there is a very heavy demand the question 
of gold exports is being discussed.

‘CAN “PREL 'EM” FOR GUNS 


Policeman Allowed To Take Weapons 
from Prisoners. 


WILL PROTECT THE OFFICERS 


Police Commissioner Johnson Has 
the Measure Passed in Board. 
Discussion Over It. 


At the meeting of the board of police 
commissioners last night Commissioner 
Johnson introduced a resolution calling 
upon the chief of police to instruct his 
men to hereafter search all prisoners 
who had pistols, knives or other danger- 
ous weapons on them and to take such 
weapons and give them into the custody 
of the wagon officer. 

Chairman English said it was unlawful 
for a policeman to search a prisoner on 
the street. 

“All the officer can do,” said the chalr- 
man, ‘‘is to feel ’em a little to ascertain 
if they have any gun, but they can't 
search a man. Suppose a man _ thus 
searched should claim he lost a lot of 
money, who would be responsible? The 
station sergeant, before whom all the 
searching is done, is a bonded officer.’’ 

Commissioners Jones and Patterson 
favored the Johnson resolution provided 
it was amended so as to come within the 
pale of the law. 

The resolution Was amended so as to 
give the arresting officer the right to 
“ascertain’’ if a prisoner has any con- 
cealed weapon and the search must be 
made in the presence of the wagon officer 
or some other officer. 

Commissioner Johnson said he had the 
resolution passed for the protection of 
the policemen. It is considered a good 
measure and will be put into practice at 
once,
